Th« iletl Trc^mtry Note*. 


Perhapa tho principal'"object of the ro- 


vision of the United States paper money 
is to make the backs of the notes more 
open, that is, lets covered with the en- 
graving, so that the silk fibers shall be 
more distinctly visible. 


The distinctive paper now in use no 


longer has the two threads of silk run- 
ning longitudinally through the note, 
but i« their place ere two stripes, each 
half i\n inch wide or so, of short rod and 
blue sitk libers scattered thickly in the 
paper, in such manner that they show 
only on the roverso of the bill. 


These two tfber stripes practically di- 


vide the note into three sections of about 
equal size, and this feature of fiber in 
the paper is held to be an almost abso- 
lute safeguard against successful coun- 
terfeiting. 
But that is only one of sev- 


eral devices employed to insure the 
inviolability of the currency. 


Each note has an entirely separate 


design, tho work of which is so open as 
to show readily any error of an attempt- 
ed counterfeit, and no portion of the 
design4s repeated on the same note; so 
that no small part could be engraved by 
a skillful operator and then duplicated 
by mechanical processes to fill any 
amount of space, as has boon the ca*e 
with some of the previous "paper mon- 
ey" of the'government, 


The geometrical lathe work of the 


new designs is said to be the most ex-' 
quisite and complicated ever executed, 
and such as to utterly baffle any at- 
tempt at its illicit reproduction.—Paper 
World.

My last bulletin gave forecasts of the 


gtorm wave to cross the Continent from the 
24th to 28th and 20th. cross the Western 
mountains by the close of the 30th, the 
great central valleys fr«m July 1st to 3d, 
and the Eastern States about the 4tb, 


This will ba a severe and dangerous 


etorm in the great central valleys, not far 
from the second, but will not cover a very 
large extent of territory. Its path will be 
along or not far from the 40th parallel. 
It 


will be the most severe storm of the mouth 
and will spend its greatest energy West of 
Ohio. 


A wave of cooler and more pleasant 


weather will move eastward, crossing the 
West.rn mountainu about the 2nd, the 
great oential valleys about the 4lb, and the 
Eastern States about the Gib. A large por- 
tion of the Misgissippi and Missouri Valleys 
and the upper lake region will have good 
pleasant weather for tha Fonrtb, but a few 
limited localities will have heavy showers, 
incident to the clearing op that follows the 
storm. 


One-third of the country east of Obio 


will probably have bad weather for the 
Fourth. The storms will not be extensile 
even there, but severe in some localities.

and Pere Lachaiso have been known to 
compose and sing grimly humorous bal- 
lads in honor of the guillotine when in 
their caps. These people will hardly, 
however, go so far as to celebrate the 
hundredth anniversaiy of the first execu- 
tion in Paris by the instrument ,of do- 
capitation which the "Coiistitnante" 
adopted on the motion or Dr. G-uillotin, 
who had seen the machine at work in 
Italy. The doctor's idea in introducing 
the bois de jxistice was purely philan- 
throphic, for he wanted to do.away with 
the slow tortures inflicted upon crim- 
inals. On May 27, 1793, the first crim- 
inal, a highwayman, was executed on 
the Place de Greve, now the Place 
de 1'Hotel de Ville. This fe the date 
given by Larousse, but other authorities 
state that Monday, April 25, was the 
100th anniversary of the first execution 
by the guillotine in Paris, 


In any case the terrible instrument 


was destined to be busy during 1793 on 
the heads of persons more illustrious 
than the common highwayman named 
Peletier. For this reason some of the 
modern sympathizers with the Terror- 
ists, supposing them to have the blood- 
thirsty intention of celebrating the cen- 
tenary of the guillotine, would be 
inclined to fix the date of their com- 
memorative ceremony on Jan. 21 next. 
There can be no doubt about that day, 
as it would bo the 100th anniversary of 
the execution of LouistVXVT on the spot 
marked by the obelisk in the Place de la 
Concorde, as the spacious plot of ground 
once termed the Place Louis XV, and 
afterward the Place do la Revolution, is 
nowadays known.—Paris Cor. London 
Telegraph.
